The  old  treatment  of  pessaries,  abdominal  supporters,  and  injections,  never 
cured,  but  only  palliated,  and  enabled  the  patient  merely  to  drag  out  a 
miserable  existence.  But  the  testimony  of  the  great  prevalence  of  the 
foregoing  diseases,  their  consequences,  the  great  suffering  attendant  upon 
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them,  and  the  general  failure  of  the  profession  to  cure  them,  is  well  known 
to  females  themselves,  and  from  them  there  can  be  no  appeal.  I  do  not 
intend  by  these  declarations  to  cast  reproach  upon  a  class  of  men  who

vegetable  extracts,  and  prepared  so  as  to  taste  like  a  pleasant  cordial. 

The  Modus  Operandi  of  this  remedy,  in  the  cure  of  this  class  of 
diseases,  is  through  the  general  economy  of  the  system,  with  a  peculiar 
determination  to  the  female  organs. 

The  general  failure  of  the  worthy  attempts  of  the  medical  faculty  to 
cure  this  class  of  diseases  heretofore,  is  greatly  to  be  attributed  to  their 
reliance  upon  local  remedies,  aside  from  the  want  of  a  knowledge  of  the 
proper  treatment  for  the  general  economy. 

The  discovery  of  this  composition,  so  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  cure  of 
the  complaints  of  the  respectable  female,  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  for¬

This  composition,  after  undergoing  the  most  labored  and  scrutinizing 
trials,  by  scientific  men,  in  every  possible  way,  to  perfect  its  curative  adap¬ 
tation  to  this  class  of  complaints,  for  a  series  of  years,  has  become  all  that 
could  be  desired  to  fulfil  its  mission,  and  by  its  fruits  it  may  NOW  BE

DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  USE  OF  THE  CATHOLICON. 

Before  giving  the  separate  description  of  each  disease  for  which  this 
composition  is  a  remedy,  we  desire  to  lay  down  some  directions  for  gene¬ 
ral  application. 

In  every  case,  when  you  commence  the  use  of  the  Catholicon,  use  no 
other  medicine,  except  it  be  to  obviate  costiveness,  or  a  relaxed  state  of 
the  bowels,  or  to  procure  sleep.  If  costive,  use  the  Senna  Electuary  or 
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Extract  of  Dandelion,  a  piece  as  large  as  may  be  necessary,  ever}*  night, 
dissolved  in  a  little  warm,  sweetened  water,  or  a  Seidlitz  Powder  in  the 
morning.  If  relaxed,  use  the  Tincture  of  Lupuline,  from  25  drops  to  a 
teaspoonful  in  a  wine-glass  half  full  of  water;  or  to  procure  sleep  at. 
night,  the  same  dose.  Use  no  pessaries,  supporters,  or  injections. 

The  dose  of  the  Catholicon  is  the  same  in  all  cases,  the  severe  and 
stubborn  only  requiring  its  longer  use.  The  standard  or  full  dose  is  a 
teaspoon  twice  full,  before  breakfast  and  dinner,  and  at  bed-time,  in  a 
tablespoonful  of  water.  Some  few,  after  using  it  for  a  time,  bear,  with 
fine  effect,  three  teaspoonfuls  at  bed-time  instead  of  two.  Such  cases  are 
those  of  much  irritation  and  costive  bowels.  Its  effect  upon  the  bowels 
is  the  criterion  for  the  dose ;  for  in  some  few  cases  it  may  at  first  open 
the  bowels  too  much :  in  such  cases  the  dose  must  be  diminished,  and  the 
Lupuline  used.  The  best  plan  is,  to  commence  first  with  quite  a  small 
teaspoonful  before  breakfast  and  dinner,  and  two  at  bed-time,  and  so  grad¬ 
ually  increase  it  according  to  its  effect  upon  the  bowels,  up  to  the  full 
dose.  In  many  instances  it  produces  costive  bowels,  that  may  be  obviated 
by  the  above  laxatives.  In  every  case  use  the  cold  bathing  freely,  with 
the  use  of  the  crash-towel  daily,  applying  it  upon  a  small  surface  at  a 
time,  to  avoid  chilling  the  system ;  and  it  should  be  used  in  a  room  in  the 
cold  season,  at  a  temperature  of  65  to  70  degrees  F.,  and  be  applied  in 
the  morning. 


DISEASES. 

We  will  commence  with  that  class  of  difficulties  which  generally  first 
assail  our  daughters,  deranged  Menstruation,  or  monthly  turns,  which 
may  be  included  under  the  following  heads  :  Retention ,  or  its  too  tardy 
appearance;  its  interruption  and  irregularity,  after  having  been  once 
established,  or  suppression ;  its  excess  in  quantity,  or  too  frequent  visi¬ 
tations,  and  painful  menstruation,  or  periodicals.  (The  irregularities  of 
the  turns  at  their  decline,  in  advanced  life,  or  as  it  is  frequently  called, 
“  the  turn  of  life,”  we  will  notice  under  a  separate  head.) 

There  are  no  diseases  which  can  affect  the  female  of  more  serious  im¬ 
port  than  derangements  of  their  monthly  turns,  and  every  mother  should 
be  watchful  of  their  daughters  in  relation  to  these  difficulties.  It  cannot 
be  material  to  enumerate  the  various  symptoms  indicating  the  vast  ruin 
which  will  follow  to  the  female  whose  periodicals  are  not  fully  established, 
or  are  interrupted,  or  in  any  other  way  deranged,  whether  in  the  married 
or  unmarried  female ;  for  the  experienced  lady  well  knows  the  great  peril 
of  such  a  condition  of  the  system.  The  whole  animal  economy  will  feel 
the  shock  of  such  derangements  in  proportion  to  their  severity  and  con- 
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tinuance.  Insanity  and  consumption  are  not  unfrequently  among  their 
effects,  the  brain  and  lungs  generally  feeling  the  greatest  influence. 

Our  composition,  called  Doctor  M arc rn si’s  Uterine  Catholicon,  is 
the  remedy  for  all  these  cases  ;  it  will  act  pleasantly  and  with  certainty. 
But  remember  that  to  cure,  YOU  MUST  PERSIST  IN  ITS  USE. 
STEADILY  AND  WITOUT  INTERMISSION,  in  stubborn  cases,  for 
months;  yet  during  all  the  time  your  health  will  be  improving.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  use  of  our  composition,  active  exercise  must  be  used  in  the 
retention  or  tardy  appearances,  and  also  in  the  interruptions,  or  suppres¬ 
sion  of  the  turns  ;  walking  and  carriage  exercise  is  serviceable,  but  exer¬ 
cise  on  horseback  is  the  best  of  all,  but  in  a  manner  that  the  mind  may  be 
at  ease  from  fear.  All  these  evacuations  are  greatly  influenced  by  painful 
emotions,  or  mental  anxiety ;  hence  no  unpleasant  excitement  should  be 
indulged  in.  Cheerfulness  is  material.  Avoid  crowded  assemblies  ;  let 
your  diet  be  good,  but  not  indigestible  from  quantity  or  quality  ;  in  some 
instances,  showering  is  serviceable,  if  the  re-action  from  the  shock  can  be 
borne.  FOR  PAINFUL  turns  or  menstruation,  commence  with  the 
Catholicon  ten  days  before  the  expected  visitation,  and  take  as  near  up 
to  the  full  dose  as  you  can  bear,  and  IT  WILL  ACT  LIKE  A  CHARM. 
When  you  have  brought  on  the  turn,  omit  the  remedy  during  its  presence ; 
afterwards  return  to  it  again,  until  it  is  fully  established.  In  those  forms  of 
monthly  turns  which  are  excessive,  take  the  medicine  between  the  turns, 
unless  they  are  constantly  present,  a  continual  flowing;  in  such  cases  use 
the  composition  steadily  and  constantly,  without  intermission,  and  it  will 
succeed  when  all  other  means  fail.  One  instance  is  given  in  this  pamph¬ 
let,  taken  from  a  vast  many  cases,  (see  Dr.  Mills’s  letter,  of  the  city  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,)  of  a  case  occurring  in  a  lady  in  his  own  practice,  where 
every  other  means  had  failed,  and  death  was  anticipated.  But  the  Ca¬ 
tholicon  saved  her  life,  and  fully  restored  her  to  good  health,  which  she 
had  not  enjoyed  for  years.  In  these  cases,  that  is,  continual  flowing,  the 
patient  should  not  take  active  exercise,  but  keep  quiet  and  in  the  reclining 
position. 

In  those  IRREGULARITIES  OF  THE  TURNS  in  advanced  life, 
called  “  the  turn  of  life”  of  women,  this  composition  is  far  the  best  treat¬ 
ment  ;  it  obviates  all  the  bad  symptoms,  and  carries  her  safe  through  all 
the  perils  of  this  stage.  Let  it  be  taken  at  any  time  when  there  is  any 
bad  or  unpleasant  symptom  present.  Free  bowels  daily  is  necessary. 
(See  directions  in  this  pamphlet.) 

FOR  HYPERTROPHY,  or  fleshy  enlargement  of  the  womb,  which 
may  be  known  by  a  greater  fulness  in  the  lower  part  of  the  bowels,  with 
a  sense  of  fulness  low  down ,  internally ,  THE  CATHOLICON  IS 
THE  GREAT  REMEDY.  This  disease  is  frequently  present  when 
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not  suspected,  and  often  precedes  and  accompanies  long-continued  flood¬ 
ings  ;  there  cannot  be  a  long-continued  flowing  without  very  soon  indu¬ 
cing  Hypertrophy,  or  an  enlargement  of  the  womb,  with  a  flabby  texture ; 
and  this  composition  will  cure  both  the  flooding  and  the  Hypertrophy. 
There  is  one  form  of  disease  of  the  OVARIES,  attended  with  pain  and 
enlargement,  for  which  this  composition  is  a  remedy.  The  OVARIES 
are  bodies  situated  each  side,  equidistant  from  the  navel,  margin  of  the 
ribs,  and  hips ;  pain  in  that  region  indicates  the  presence  of  the  disease. 
A  vast  many  ladies  are  troubled  with  these  complaints,  which  they  describe 
as  PAIN  IN  THE  SIDE  LOW  DOWN. 

This  preparation  is  of  great  utility  in  PREGNANCY ;  and  after  trials 
in  a  vast  many  cases,  it  has  been  found  greatly  to  obviate  most  of  the  un¬ 
pleasant  symptoms  attending  its  continuance,  preparing  the  system  for  a 
better,  safer,  and  less  painful  confinement,  and  insuring  a  much  better 
GETTING  UP  ;  to  be  taken  in  the  same  dose,  with  the  same  attention  to 
the  bowels,  &c.,  &c.  In  some  cases,  when  this  preparation  has  not  been 
used  before  confinement,  or  from  extreme  hard  labor,  or  from  mismanage¬ 
ment,  or  too  early  standing  upon  the  feet,  the  WOMB  does  not  recover  its 
proper  position,  but  is  much  lower  down  than  it  should  be,  being  partially 
PROLAPSED,  with  a  relaxed  condition  of  the  parts,  and  frequently  with 
tumid  bowels,  greatly  retarding  recovery  from  confinement.  For  such  dif¬ 
ficulties,  this  composition  is  a  CERTAIN  CURE,  acting  pleasantly,  but 
effectively. 

The  next  disease  which  we  will  notice  for  treatment,  is  known  by  medi¬ 
cal  men  as  LEUCORRHCEA,  or  FLUOR  ALBUS,  in  common  parlance, 
THE  WHITES,  a  disease  so  well  known  to  the  experienced  female,  as  to 
require  no  description.  The  influence  of  such  a  disease,  if  unchecked,  is  of 
the  most  ruinous  character,  undermining  the  physical  structure  and  mental 
manifestations,  and  destroying  the  BEAUTY,  HEALTH,  and  CHARM 
of  the  female,  whether  married  or  unmarried.  From  small  beginnings,  a 
slight  discharge,  and  moderate  irritation,  it  advances  from  bad  to  worse ; 
loss  of  action,  pain  in  the  back,  failure  of  appetite,  great  prostration,  ner¬ 
vousness,  loss  of  spirits,  irritation  in  the  urinary  organs,  &c.,  are  present, 
and  as  it  progresses,  a  deeper  and  stronger  diseased  impression  is  made 
upon  the  animal  structure ;  by  and  by  ulceration  follows,  as  known  by  the 
odor  of  the  discharges,  and  a  little  more  breaking  down  of  the  system; 
and  PROLAPSUS  UTERI,  or  falling  of  the  womb,  supervenes,  complet¬ 
ing  the  ruin,  in  TOTAL  PROSTRATION.  This  is  the  condition  now  of 
millions  of  females,  without  relief.  But  from  this  time  there  can  be  no  apol¬ 
ogy  for  the  existence  of  such  diseases  among  our  wives  and  daughters,  for 
those  who  are  now  suffering,  either  in  the  mild  or  extreme  form,  may  be 
cured.  And,  hereafter,  let  it  be  prevented  from  reaching  the  extreme  de- 


grce,  by  M  archisi's  Uterine  Catiioucon,  that  the  beauty  of  God's  impress 
shall  not  be  d.-fao*d.  The  DISEASE  OF  PROLAPSUS  UTERI, or  fall¬ 
ing  of  the  womb,  which  may  exist  in  connection  with  the  Whites,  or 
separately,  may  be  known  by  a  sense  of  weight  and  bearing  down  in  the 
perineum,  or  loio  down,  a  dragging  about  the  hips,  back,  and  loins,  with 
inconvenience,  and  sometimes  inability  in  walking;  this  is  in  the  mild 
form ;  but  when  in  the  extreme  3tate  of  the  case,  the  woman  is  quite  un¬ 
able  to  walk,  depression,  great  prostration,  fainting,  pain  and  difficulty  in 
making  water,  and  generally  some  discharge.  When  the  WHITES  and 
FALLI  NG  of  the  WOMB  are  COMBINED,  the  most  miserable  condition 
of  the  female  is  present;  and  it  should  have  been  observed,  that  in  a  large 
proportion  of  cases  of  falling  of  the  womb,  it  is  induced  by  FLUOR 
ALBUS;  hence  the  greatest  importance  in  attending  to  the  discharge  of 
the  Whites,  at  its  FIRST  visitation,  that  so  potent  and  destructive  an  en¬ 
emy  to  the  health  and  beauty  of  our  ladies  should  be  destroyed  at  once. 
All  ages  and  conditions  of  the  female,  after  puberty,  and  the  pregnant  also, 
are  subject  to  this  destructive  mischief,  the  whites. 

The  foregoing  diseases,  either  separately  or  when  together,  are  to  be 
treated  by  great  quiet,  little  exercise  upon  the  feet;  indulging  much  in  the 
lying,  or  horizontal  posture,  during  the  curative  time,  not  upon  feathers ; 
avoid  ail  excitement  and  crowded  assemblies;  use  cold  water  bathing 
freely,  with  a  crash  towel,  wetting  a  small  surface  at  a  time,  to  avoid  chill¬ 
ing,  and  repeat  every  morning ;  let  your  diet  be  generous,  but  not  indi¬ 
gestible,  and  if  much  prostrated,  indulge  in  a  little  pure  wine  with  your 
dinner,  if  it  agrees  with  you ;  use  no  severe  purging  upon  any  considera¬ 
tion;  use  no  suppoiters,  pessaries,  nor  injections:  they  are  injurious  in 
most  instances,  and  not  curative  in  any  case.  When  you  begin  to  recover, 
gentle  exercise  in  a  carriage  should  be  indulged  in.  In  Fluor  Albus,  strict 
celibacy  should  be  enjoined  until  recovery  is  established.  The  CAT  HOLI- 
CON  is  the  anchor  of  hope  in  these  cases.  Take  no  other  medicine,  except  as 
before  mentioned  in  the  directions  in  this  pamphlet,  and  persevere  to  a  cure, 
which  is  sure  to  follow,  if  you  steadily  persevere,  and  not  remit  its  use.
